If escaped convicts 
would rather return to prison than endure their 
onslaughts any longer, one is forced to conclude 
that insects which have beén the theme of song 
and story deserve their blood-thirsty reputation. 
When State Trooper E. Paul Sjostiom found 
James Ayres, daring desperado, forger and «X con­ 
vict, and Stanley Kaminake, alleged murderer, sit* 
ting on a log on a New Jersey farm, neither man 
showed fight. Ayrito said, “We surrender. You’re 
as welcome as the flowers in May.” For more than 
86 hours the two men, who escaped from jail Sun­ 
dry, had been hiding in the huckleberry swamps 
o* New Jersey,’without food and sleeping at night 
on bunch grass.
